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SUPPLEMENT— REPORTS ADOPTED. 



I. StTNBA'S' SCHOOI. BOABB. 

The Sunday Scbool Board commends the Sunday School Home Department to our 
Sunday school workers, and requests that the presiding elders, preachers in charge, 
and Sunday school superintendents give this department of work their immediate at- 
tention. 

We are pleased to announce that the collections on Children’s Day are in excess of 
last year. 

The Board recommends that a Conference Sunday School Convention be held dur- 
ing the next spring or summer, and that the Secretary give notice through the Church 
papers that any community desiring this convention should file their applications 
with the Secretary, D. C. Scales, Nashville, Tenn. The Executive Committee, con- 
sisting of the Chairman, Secretary, and Treasurer of this Board, shall determine time 
and place of holding said convention, and make all necessary arrangements therefor. 

We regret that we have again to call the attention of the preachers in charge to the % 

fact that some of them fail to send promptly the Children’s Day collections to our 
Treasurer, Rev. J. T. Curry, Franklin, Tenn. He will send to the General Conference 
Sunday School and Educational Boards the pro rata due them. We again emphasize 
this statement. Do not keep this money until Conference, but send the whole amount 
of the collection to the Treasurer as above directed, that the Board may have the use 
of it during the current year in furnishing literature to needy Sunday schools. Re- 
member that all the funds left in our hands at the close of the Conference must be 
turned into the hands of other boards, and the use of that much of the fund diverted 
from the primary object for which it was collected. We ask that the presiding elders 
give attention to this matter. We request that the preachers in charge urge that all 
Sunday schools aided by this Board take a collection every Sunday for the purpose of 
buying literature for their school. 

We announce that this Board will furnish gratis the Children’s Day programme to 
all schools applying for it. 

We are pleased to note the continued improvement of our Sunday school literature, 
edited by Dr. James Atkins, Sunday School Editor, and his assistant, L. F. Beaty. 

We heartily commend it to our Sunday schools, and take occasion to say that our 
f^nnday ScJwol Magazine should be in the hands of every teacher in our schools and 
the Sunday School Visitor in every family in our Church. 

The Board directs the Chairman and Secretary to appoint one delegate and an 
alternate as visiting representatives of the Board to each District Conference, saving 
the necessity of convening this Board for that purpose. 

Our experience indicates that some of our pastors do not read the published Min- 
utes of the Conference. Our people are assessed for its publication, and we ask that 
our preachers procure, read, and circulate the published journal, that they and our 
people may be informed what has been done and recommended by the Annual Con- 
ference.

II. EPWORTH LEAGUE. 



Since our last Conference the League work has steadily advanced, and vje are now 
able to report one hundred and ninety-six chapters and seven thousand four hundred 
and fifty-eight members. 

We are glad to note that the State Conference held at Nashville April 27-30 was a 
great success. Among other things, the Leaguers of the State came to the rescue of 
the Parent Board of Missions, and a regular missionary and his wife are now on the 
mission field as a result of the financial help afforded by the Leagues. 

It is our pleasure to state that your Conference Epworth League Secretary, Joe M. 
Ramsey, has done a grand work in the line for which you appointed him last Confer- 
ence. He reports that he has visited one hundred Leagues, organized seventy-six 
nev.- ones, added three thousand new members, made two hundred and sixty addresses 
in this particular work, has traveled over six thousand miles, and has added five 
hundred subscribers to the Epicorth Era. 

We wish to emphasize in this report the necessity of the preachers taking an inter- 
est in the payment of the ten-cent assessment ordered by the General Conference 
Board of Epworth League Managers. This assessment is necessary for the progress 
of the Epworth League work. From the roll of membership the treasury ought to 
have annually from the Tennessee Conference the amount of $754.80 for its legitimate 
support. As a matter of fact the largest amount in any one year from the whole 
connection has been only $1,575. The General Board has never been able to defray 
more than one-third of Dr. Steel’s traveling expenses. The salaries of the office assist- 
ant, W. S. Parks, and the stenographer employed by the hour are now overdue. The 
money coming into the office is largely spent for stationery and stamps. Purtherr 
more, the expenses of the members of the General Conference Board attending reg- 
ular and called sessions of the Board are delayed from three to four months. You 
can readily see how seriously the progress of your League work is crippled by lack 
of the payment of this small assessment. We urge the pastors to give this matter 
their hearty cooperation and see that their Leagues come to the relief. 

We recommend the League as a valuable assistant in doing all the work of the 
Church: in collecting the ordinary and the Conference assessments; in visiting new 
members and also in visiting the sick; in Bible and other readings for the aged and 
infirm; in relieving the poor and needy; in house-to-house visitation in order to reach 
the nonchiirchgoers and also to bring in new Sunday school scholars; in assisting 
in Wednesday night prayer meeting by forming a choir and by furnishing welcome 
committees ; in assisting in revival services by inviting the unconverted to attend and 
also, after proper training by the pastor, to talk and pray with the mourners. 
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We recommend further: 

1. That all the Leagues that have not done so apply at once to the' central office for 
charters, that they may be connectional in spirit and complete in organization. 

2. That the Tennessee Conference give hearty support to the disciplinary provision 
for holding District Conferences, and that we also approve and indorse the idea of 
holding State Epworth League Conferences. 

3. That Thursday afternoon of each Annual Conference session be set apart for an 
Epworth League anniversary. 

4. That Joe M. Ramsey be requested to continue his work as Annual Conference 
Epworth League Secretary, and that in connection with this work he also act as 
Agent for the Epworth Era. 

5. That we give to Dr. S. A. Steel our hearty support in behalf of the Epworth 
League, and cooperate with him in his efforts to give us in the Epworth Era a paper of 
great usefulness. 

• 6. L. R. Amis having resigned as a member of this Board, we suggest the name of 
A. M. Trawick, Jr., to fill the vacancy. J. U. Rust, Chairman; 

A. M. Trawick, Jr., Secretary. 

III. BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

Part I. 

The report of the Agents on the condition of our Publishing House should be grat- 
ifying to the whole Church. Despite the fact that severe financial strains have 
ttinded to impair the capital and business prosperity of the country, the report shows 
that the Publishing House has not suffered, but, on the contrary, has steadily gained 
in all of its departments. 

The attention of our people is called to the appeal for a heartier cooperation in the 
support of the Christian Advocate as the official organ of the Church and as a high- 
class Christian journal. Let our pastors bring this matter prominently before their 
respective congregations and aid in increasing its circulation and its usefulness. 

Attention is also called to the Methodist Remetc, which was never more worthy of 
support than it is now. The favorable recognition of the Review among the high- 
class journals of this country is a guarantee of its worth, and should interest our 
people in its success. 

The committee is informed that there has been no. increase in the circulation of the 
Epworth Era over last year. This is a matter of regret, as our young people who 
have enlisted in the League work can ill afford to be without the official organ of this 
institution of Southern Methodism. Let our pastors and laymen remember the Ep- 
worth Era as they go out to do the work of another year. Your committee would 
recommend a more liberal use of the League Reading Course as issued from the 
Publishing House. The course for the ensuing Conference year embraces the follow- 
ing: “A Young People’s History of the Chinese,” by Dr. Cunnyngham; “Juda’s 
Jewels,” by Dr. Noah K. Davis; “The Vision of Christ in the Poets,” by Charles M. 
Stewart; and “In League with Israel,” by Annie Fellows Johnston. These are books 
that cannot be too highly recommended to the youth of the Church. Other publica- 
tions of the year that appeal to the young people of the Church are the series of 
sketches by Dr. William M. Baskervill, entitled “Southern Writers,” and a like series 
by Prof. S. A. Link, entitled “Pioneers of Southern Literature.” In these publica- 
tions a new field is opened up to our young people, one in which they will delight to 
ramble in search of all that is good and great in the literature of the South. 

It is with a sense of profound regret that we chronicle the death of Dr. Kirkland, 
who has been such a faithful representative of dur Church in the capacity of Sunday 
School Editor. His death is a loss that can be ill sustained and cannot but bring sor- 
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row to the whole Church. The work under the new editor is doing well. We recognize 
that the Church will be well represented in this department by Dr. Atkins. Our Sun- 

ay school literature is of the best, and no school in our connection should fail to 
utilize the helps afforded by these periodicals. Especial attention is called to the 
Sunday School Magazine, which is indispensable to a teacher in the preparation of his 
lesson. Stronger efforts should be made to increase the use of the Magazine and the 
quarterlies in our schools. 

Part II. 

Your committee further desires to call attention to the value of an organ for the 
dissemination of denominational and religious information within the bounds of this 
Conference, as well as for the discussion by our preachers and laymen of questions 
■which are important to the establishment and development of our Conference institu- 
tions. The publication in Nashville of the Christian Advocate and other periodicals of 
our Church is no argument against such an organ. These are essentially connectional 
for our forty-seven Annual Conferences, and their greatest success and usefulness 
depend on their being continued strictly as such. It is impracticable and impossible 
for the editors of the Advocate to allow space for local or Conference matters which 
have no particular interest to our general Church; and were the exception made in 
favor of the Tennessee Conference, such matter would be unread and useless to nine- 
tenths of the readers in the other forty-six Annual Conferences. In a Church as 
large as ours there is a distinct and separate field for the Conference organ, which 
tbe connectional organ cannot occupy without destroying or seriously impairing ite 
own popularity and success. There should be no confiict between them, but they 
should help each other. A glance at our General Minutes and statistics will show 
that our Church is most prosperous where we have strong Conference organs for 
easy communication between ministers and members. 

Several years ago the Tennessee Methodist was established in Nashville for the pur- 
pose of meeting the wants herein referred to. This paper is the property of a stock 
company composed almost entirely of members of this Conference and of laymen who 
saw the need of such an organ. For a long time it has been the earnest desire of 
many stockholders to put the paper in such relation to the Conference that all 
of its members would unite in giving it cordial support and thereby materially 
strengthen it and greatly increase its usefulness. With this end in view a meeting of 
the stockholders was called early in the session of this Conference. At this meeting 
there were some differences of opinion, and after a long but friendly discussion a 
committee of five brethren, representing different views, was appointed to confer, 
and, if possible, unite on some line which might be acceptable to all the stockholders 
and to the Conference; but this effort resulted in a complete failure to agree, and the 
differences were referred back to an adjourned meeting of the stockholders. Another 
patient and protracted effort was made to agree on some compromise by which all the 
stockholders might unite in a request to the Conference to continue its indorsement 
of the paper as its oflicial organ. When every effort had completely failed, a motion 
was made to request the Conference to elect an editor who would conform the policy 
of the paper to the wishes of the Conference. A test vote was taken upon this prop- 
osition, and a very large numerical majority of those present were in favor of it. But 
in all stockholders’ meetings the owners of stock are only legally authorized to vote 
the number of shares owned by them or controlled by proxy, and in this case a very 
large majority of the stock is held by one person, the editor of the paper, and he, 
together with a few others, voted against the proposition, and thus defeated it. By 
the same vote the editor and those wdio held his views elected a new Board of Direc- 
tors, whom he had previously nominated, for the ensuing year. Under these condi- 
tions your committee cannot conscientiously recommend and request the Conference 
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to indorse the Tennessee Methodist as its organ; but, being fully persuaded of the great 
benefits which might come to our Conference from an organ under its own control, 
we respectfully and earnestly recommend that steps be taken to establish or adopt 
one in harmony with the views herein expressed as early as practicable. 

We therefore recommend the appointment of H. B. Reams, J. R. Stev/art, J. T. 
Curry, J. W. Cherry, Bruce L. Rice, B. A. Cherry, and L. D. Palmer as a committee to 
take steps looking to the establishment of a Conference organ; and if, after mature 
deliberation, they find some feasible plan, they shall, without involving the Confer- 
ence in any financial obligation, procure or establish an organ for our Conference, 
and provide editorial services for the same until the next session of this Conference. 
This committee shall also have authority to fill all vacancies that may occur in its 
(body. W. R. Peebles, Chairman;

Whereas the stockholders of the Tennessee Methodist have tendered said paper to 
the Conference as its ofiScial organ; 

Resolved, That this paper has done and* can do a valuable work in our Connection, 
and we therefore recommend its continuance as the organ of the Conference. It is in 
no wise intended, however, that this indorsement shall commit the Conference one 
way or the other in regard to the question of the second blessing theory of sanctifica- 
tion. We recommend that Rev. B. F. Haynes be continued as Editor of the Tennessee 
Methodist.

IV. BIBLE CAUSE. 

From the annual visits of Dr. Savage and the reports of our committees to this 
Conference we should all be familiar with the great and good work of the American 
Bible Society in the noble enterprise of supplying the wide world with God’s Word 
in cheap and substantial form. We note that China, Japan, Mexico, and Brazil, where 
we have our principal mission fields, the Society gave last year $75. 

We call for special coopevation from all lovers of children in the purpose to put the 
Bible in the hands of every child at the low price of ten cents per copy. Five or six 
years ago the Bible Cause Committee showed that less than six pastors reported col- 
lections for the American Bible Society; now we note eighty. But we regret to report 
the amount only $202.75. But the most serious fact that we glean from the annual re- 
port of the American Bible Society is that at the present rate of receipts and expendi- 
tures their resources will soon be exhausted, and that, too, when the work in the home 
field is more needed and the way more open in foreign fields for Bible distribution. 

There is only one remedy: earnest and united effort to have every pastor in every 
church take collections and urge the claims of this worthy Society upon the people 
until the response is liberal in accordance with the demands of the Bible.

Report No 2. 

We herewith present to you the report of the General Secretary of Education and 
our action thereon: 

1. Resolved, That we recommend to the Annual Conference to set apart Friday after- 
noon and evening of each session for the consideration of educational interests. 

2. That the third Sunday in January, or as soon thereafter as practicable, be made 
Educational Day for all our charges, asking that on circuits the Sundays following be 
£0 appointed until the cause of education has been adequately presented in all our 
churches. 

3. That we recommend the appointment by the bishop of D. C. Kelley as Conference 
Secretary of Education. This is done in order to carry out a request of the General 
Board of Education that such oflacer be appointed in each Conference. 

In response to Paragraph 5 in the report of the General Secretary, we recommend to 
the Conference renewed and universal energy in the observance of Children’s Day. 

In view of the requirements of Paragraph 59 of our Discipline the Board has deter- 
mined to recognize no school which does not request the appointment of a Visiting 
Committee, provide for the necessary traveling expenses of such committee, and make 
an annual report to this Board. From the action of the above rule Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity is excepted, on the ground that we have as a Conference contract rights in 
control of said university, and therefore, by the usage of the Church, the right to 
send a Visiting Committee to report to our body. 

Whereas information has come to your Board to the effect that we may become 
owners of the property known as the Nashville College for Young Ladies at less than 
half the amount expended for the purchase of ground and the erection of buildings. 

Whereas Dr. Price has generously agreed that by the expenditure of one thousand 
three hundred dollars ($1,300) annually we may secure the possession of land lien 
notes underlying all other claims against the property and at the same time secure 
the education of six girls annually; therefore 

Resolved, That the Board, when satisfied that said lien notes are a preferred claim, 
and further satisfied that the bondholders are ready to release all claims against the 
property on the payment of one-half the value of said bonds, may enter into negotia- 
tions looking to the ownership of said property. J. W. Smith, President pro tern.;

We are informed that an examination of the charter under which Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity is acting and of old records both of the Board of Trust of Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity and of this Conference will show the facts to be far otherwise. The relation of 
Vanderbilt University to the Church is of such gravity that your Board respectfully 
begs leave to report the following action: 

Resolved, That we sympathize with the object sought in the resolution, but ask that 
action be deferred until our charter and contract relations to this great trust can be 
fully investigated and agreed upon, and proper legal steps be had to put our action in 
such form as to continue the rightful relation of the Church to the TJuiversity.

VI. TEMPERANCE. 

Report No. 1. 



35 



This Conference has often declared itself in most emphatic terms upon the question 
of temperance, and has on all occasions planted itself firmly and unequivocally 
against the liquor traflBlc and in opposition to the saloon. We desire to reaflarm and 
reiterate our undying opposition to these great evils and to call attention to and in- 
dorse the report made to this Conference by the Committee on Temperance in Octo- 
ber, 1894, and repeat with emphasis these extracts therefrom: 

When John Wesley wrote the “General Rules” for the government of his “societies,” 
May 1, 1745, they forbade “drunkenness, buying or selling spirituous liquors, or 
drinking them, except in cases of extreme necessity.” This form of expression was 
so much in advance of the moral sentiment of that day that it marks Mr. Wesley as 
being in this respect, as he has shown himself in much else, to have been one hun- 
dred years and more ahead of the age in which he lived. The tardy faith and unde- 
veloped vision of the Church afterwards modified the rule, and not until 1890 did we 
return to the Wesleyan standard in regard to “buying and selling.” 

The General Conference of 1894 adopted the following: 

“1. Resolved, That we are opposed to all laws licensing or permitting the manufac- 
ture and sale of intoxicating liquors as a beverage, because such laws provide for the 
continuance of the traflBlc and 'furnish no protection against its ravages. We hold 
that the proper attitude of Christians toward the drink traflBc should be one of un- 
compromising opposition. 

“2. That voluntary total abstinence from all intoxicants is the true ground of per- 
sonal temperance, and complete legal prohibition of the ti:aflftc the duty of govern- 
ment.” 

T'he General Conference of 1894 declared: 

“1. We reaflftrm the clear, strong deliverances of other General Conferences. 

“2. Opinion has deepened into conviction that a Christian cannot in any way aid 
or abet the business now so universally condemned without being untrue to God and 
disloyal to the best interests of the state. 

“3. Preachers and members are to abstain from . . . signing petitions for such 
sale, from becoming bondsmen for any person as a condition for obtaining a license., 
and from renting property to be used for such sale. 

“4. If any member shall violate any of the provisions of this paragraph, he shall 
be deemed guilty of an immorality.” 

With one accord we join in the words of one of our chief pastors, words to which 
the General Conference of 1890 gave its approval. He said: “If to preach the doctrine 
of temperance and to preach against the open saloon as the source of most of our 
* social, industrial, and moral evils, and therefore the greatest enemy of the Christian 
religion and of the Church of God, is to be ‘a political partisan,’ you may publish me 
as one not only in your papers, but on the house tops, and by me stand over three 
thousand Methodist preachers, not a dozen of whom would refuse to vote for a meas- 
ure to prohibit the matchless evil of the age.” Therefore, 

1. Resolved, That we reaffirm our devotion and adhesion to the declarations and 
sentiments announced in the above, and recommend them to indorsement and adop- 
tion by all our preachers and members. 

2. That we will spare no efforts to carry into practical and speedy effect the policy 
and teaching of our Church as above quoted, and will on all occasions wage unrelent- 
ing warfare upon the system now in vogue that debauches the bodies, damns the souls, 
and eternally ruins our fellows through the legalizing of the saloon and the liquor 
traflBc and their attendant vices. 

3. That we recommend the adoption of the following resolution referred to the 
committee: 

Resolved, That this Conference respectfully, but earnestly, request the authorities 
having control of our Centennial Exposition not to allow any representation of the 
liquor traffic, the great American curse, upon these historic grounds.

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Report No. 2. 

We have considered the invitation from the American Anti-Saloon League to this 
Conference suggesting the propriety of this body appointing two delegates and two 
alternates to attend a meeting of said League in Washington, D. C., December 8-10, 
1896, and in accordance with said invitation herebly select B. P. Haynes and John M. 
Jordan as delegates and D. C. Kelley and J. A. Bostick as alternates to said meeting.

VII. CENTENNIAL COMMISSION. 

Report No. 1. 

Your commission beg leave to report that we find that the first church erected in 
Nashville was in 1789 or 1790. On April 23, 1796, the Legislature passed an “Act to 
amend an act to establish a town on the Cumberland River at a place called the 
‘Bluff,’ near the French Lick, and for other purposes.’’ Section 9 of this act was as 
follows: “And whereas the religious society called the Methodists have erected a meet- 
inghouse on the public square in Nashville, and ought to have the use thereof se- 
cured to them; Be it enacted that the trustees of the town aforesaid shall execute a 
deed to five persons such as the society shall appoint for the land whereon the said 
house stands, to include twenty feet on each side and end of said house, which shall 
vest in said appointees of said society a title to and for the use and with the express 
limitations following — viz., said meetinghouse shall be and remain to the use of said 
society so far only as to give the right to their ministers to preach therein; but shall 
not extend to authorize them to debar or deny any other denomination of Christians 
the liberty of preaching therein, unless when immediately occupied by the said socie- 
ty; nor shall the said trustees have .power to alien their title to the same to any other 
person or persons whatever, except to the trustees of Nashville to and for the use of 
said town.” 

This house was located on the southeast corner of what is now the Public Square, 
and was probably removed to meet the growth of the village, as we find circuit preach- 
ing was held in the house of Mr. Garrett in 1810, and in 1812 a church was erected on 
the north side of what is now Broad Street, between Vine and Spruce Streets. 

Carr, in “Early Times in Middle Tennessee,” says: “The first Methodist church 
built in Nashville was in 1789 or 1790, a stone building, and stood somewhere where 
the square now is. It did not stand long; the town increasing, it was moved. The 
first Methodist church built on the north side of the Cumberland River in Davidson * 
County was four miles north of Nashville on White’s Creek, near the house of Ab- 
salom Hooper, and was called Hooper’s Chapel. The first Methodist church built in 
Robertson County was Bowen’s Chapel, near Springfield. The first built in Sumner 
County was on the Big Station Camp Creek, one mile north of the present pike road, 
and called Norris’s Chapel. I assisted in its building.” 

On page 91 he says: “In the fall of 1802 the first Annual Conference in Middle Ten- 
nessee was held in Sumner County at Strother’s Meetinghouse, near the head of Big 
Station Camp Creek. Bishop Asbury presided, and that was the first time that I ever 
saw that venerable man of God. There was then, I believe, only one Annual Con- 
ference in the Mississippi Valley. From this vast scope of country the preachers came 
and met together like a band of brothers. They were, indeed, itinerants of the old 
Wesleyan stamp. They were plain men in dress, their coats all being cut in the same 
style, and their manners generally showing that they were not in the least degree in- 
clined to the indulgence of superfiuities of any kind.” 

On page 93 he says: “I believe it was in 1815 that I saw Bishop Asbury for the last 
time. It was on the occasion of an Annual Conference held in Wilson County, at 
Hickory Ridge, a few miles west of Lebanon. The old soldier of the cross was then 
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nearly worn out in the conflicts of life, and he appeared to me the most venerable 
man on whom I had ever rested my eyes. The hair of his head was perfectly white, 
and his natural strength had so far abated that he had to be lifted from his horse 
and helped into the stand erected for preaching, which was in the open air. He sat 
in a chair and preached the funeral sermon of Bishop Coke, who had sometime before 
died at sea. The text was Acts xi. 24: “For he was a good man, and full of the Holy 
Ghost and of faith: and much people was added unto the Lord.” Bishop Coke, it is 
known, had ordained Bishop Asbury in America, and, from the sermon, I presume that 
they were associates in England.” 

McMaster’s “History of the People of the United States,” Vol. II., page 34, speaking 
of Nashville, says: “When Jackson first beheld the town in 1788 it consisted of a 
courthouse, a jail, and upward of eighty cabins of the rudest sort. The floors of 
these habitations were made of puncheons, the roofs were clapboarded, and the sides 
were of rough hewn logs and chinked. The windows, closed with thick shutters, were 
without glass, etc.” He refers, in a note, to a “pleasing account of a journey through 
Tennessee, 1796-97,” by the late Francis Bailey, F.R.S., President of the R. A. S., 
London; published in 1851. 

1. Resolved, That we erect on the Centennial grounds a facsimile of the stone 
church and place in it all Methodist Centennial exhibits. 

2. That our preachers be requested to appoint committees to collect ten cents each 

from all members of our churches and friends of Methodism, the names of all the 
givers to be enrolled and made part of our exhibition. D. C. Keli.ey,

Your Centennial Commission have become so greatly impressed with the magni- 
tude and importance of the historic work which has so presented itself that the need 
of strengthening our members has become apparent, that ,we may not only secure 
proper Centennial exhibits, but that out of this movement may come a permanent 
method bf securing and preserving our historical records; 

Resolved, That we set about the work in earnest to gather and preserve both early 
and contemporaneous biographical and historical data, and especially that we secure 
from all of our preachers autobiographical sketches. That we may the better do this 
work, we ask that if you approve this purpose you will add' to our present commis- 
sion the Secretary of the Conference, Rev. L. R. Amis, Dr. R. K. Brown, Prof. S. A. 
Link, and J. L. Parkes. D. C. Kelley, Chairman. 



VIII. CHURCH PROPERTY. 



Inasmuch as the statistics belonging to this report are embodied in the report of 
the Statistical Secretary we refer to that and omit them here. ^As suggested in the 
report of this committee for last year we recommend that ministers and their families 
assist the Church as far as practicable in preserving and beautifying parsonage build- 
ings and the adjacent grounds, and that the judicious use of a little paint, which any 
ordinary man can apply, and which, like cleanliness, is akin to godliness, would 
greatly contribute to this end. 

We do not know the prevailing habit, but suggest the importance of a careful inves- 
tigation of titles of property already owned or which may be acquired, according to 
the provisions of the Discipline; so that existing imperfections, if any, may be cor- 
rected and others prevented, and also that the books and pages of books of record be 
embodied in the deeds, and the deeds deposited with safe custodians, always easily 
accessible. 

We suggest further that careful attention be given to the insurance of Church prop- 
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erty, and that country property be kept insured in good companies at seventy-five per 
cent of its value, the limit fixed by insurance people for the country, and city proper- 
ty at its full value liable to injury by fire. 

Your committee would also call the attention of the Church to the matter of parson- 
ages, believing as they do that every station and every circuit ought to have a fur- 
nished parsonage. The cost would be small when compared with the interest it 
would add to the charge possessing one. We would advise the fullest use to be made 
of the Woman’s Parsonage and Home Mission Society in an effort to secure a fur- 
nished parsonage for every charge. E. D. Richards, Chairman;

IX. DISTRICT CONFERENCE RECORDS. 

We, your committee appointed to examine the District Conference Records, desire 
to report as follows: 

Nashmlle District. — This record is faultless. 

East Nashville District. — The record is not properly headed and dated. There is no 
official roll. 

Murfreesboro District. — The record is not properly headed and dated and is not 
carefully indexed. The punctuation is very defective, with frequent and unnecessary 
abbreviations. 

Lebanon District. — This record is neither headed nor indexed, and sentences are fre- 
quently ambiguous. The delegated present are marked with a lead pencil. 

Savannah District. — There is need of a new book, but in the old one an entry has not 
been made since 1892. The records of the last District Conference came to our hands 
on a number of slips of paper of various shapes and sizes, which the committee de- 
cline to examine. 

Columbia District. — The penmanship of this record is very neat and plain. There 
are, however, serious defects in punctuation. We find the following note under the 
head of July 16, 1896: “R. P. Ramson preach at 11 o’clock. At the conclusion of 
his sermon Dr. Z. A. Parker represented the interest of Athens Female before {he Con- 
ference.” And under the head of July 17, 1896, this note is found: “R. P. Ramson 
preached at eleven o’clock. At the conclusion of his sermon Dr. Z. A. Parker repre- 
sented the interest of Athens Female College, at Athens, Ala., before the Conference.” 
From the records of this Conference one would suppose that it is still in session, as no 
mention of the fact that it adjourned is made, and the minutes are not signed by the 
Secretary and President of the Conference. 

Dickson District. — This record ite in the main well kept, but the abbreviation P. E. is 
used in one place, of which we say, as in the criticism pf another record, that this 
abbreviation is better not used, except as a designation of office, following the name 
of the presiding elder. It also states that “the roll was called and the following 
answered to their names;” and then, instead of giving the names, refers to the roll at 
the end of the minutes. But, according to this roll, everybody was present, ex officio 
members, delegates, and alternates. 

Franklin District.— R&cov6. is not properly headed. It reads: “The twenty-seventh 
session of Franklin District met.” It should be “Franklin District Conference.” We 
think that the headings should show morning and evening sessions, also different 
days. Indexing is good, but headings are lacking entirely. 

Clarksville District. — This record ought to be highly commended in every respect 
except that it is not signed by the President. 

Fayetteville District. — This record was not before the committee.

WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

This Society was organized in 1878 by Rev. D. C. Kelley, at Clarksville, Tenn., and 
has met in annual session since that time. Ten districts, comprising one hundred 
and twenty-one missionary societies, with a membership of twenty-seven hundred 
are within our bounds. Our Conference Organizer, Mrs. J. H. Thompson, reports 
twenty new societies since August. I ask for her the cordial cooperation of the minis- 
ters of our Tennessee Conference. Our Treasurer. Mrs. S. K. Welburn, reports the 
amount collected from October, 1895, to October, 1896, $3,666.92. Total amount col- 
lected since organization, $51,000. We have completed a scholarship in the Scarritt 
Bible and Training School this year at a cost of $2,500.08. The interest on this 
amount will be used annually by a pupil from this Conference. $1,037 has been 
pledged for special work in foreign fields. The McGavock Bible Institute and the 
Hayes-Wilkins Memorial to be erected in China appeal to the liberality of our women. 
Mrs. McGavock belonged to our Conference and to the society in McKendree Church, 
and we will cherish her memory and emulate her faithfulness.

Twenty- 
one years of his ministerial life he spent 
in the active pastorate. His first pastor- 
ate was at Tallahassee, Fla. He spent the 
year 1857 at this place. It was here that 
his throat failed him, and he was com- 
pelled to retire from the pastorate for the 
ensuing nineteen years, which were spent 
in the educational work of the Church as 
indicated above. He reentered the pas- 
torate in 1876, and was stationed at Spring 
Hill, Tenn., where he remained one year. 
The next two years he was pastor at Co- 
lumbia, Tenn. The next two years he was 
pastor of Tulip Street Church, Nashville. 
The following three years he was sta- 
tioned at Pulaski, Tenn. From Pulaski 
he was sent to Shelby ville, where he re- 
mained one year. He was then sent to 
Gallatin, Tenn., where he spent four years. 
This was followed by a four-year pas- 
torate at Bellbuckle. He was then sta- 
tioned one year at Franklin. His last pas- 
torate was at Hobson’s Chapel, where he 
was closing his third year when God called 
him from labor to reward. The last five 
years, as is well known to our readers, the 
Doctor has filled with distinguished ability 
the posi^xon of Literary Editor on the 
staff of the Tennessee Methodist. As an 
educator his work was of the very highest 
order. He had a natural love for young 
people, and a marvelous tact in reaching 
the heart and infiuencing the life and char- 
acter of the young. His work here, as in 
all the other fields he occupied, was never 
appreciated at its true worth. He shrank 
from glitter and show, seeking more by 
real worth and honesty and constancy of 
true work to do good than to attract pub- 
lic notice by superficial methods which 
would gain the applause of the multitude 
and increase patronage at the expense of 
real intellectual profit to Ms pupils. As a 
preacher. Dr. Wright was chiefly exposi- 
tory. His sermons were lucid, learned, 
yet simple, practical, and soulful exposi- 
tions of the word of God. In his preach- 
ing, as in his teaching, there was an utter 
absence of any desire or aim to please 



simply or to attract notice to himself,^ 
whether by homiletic symmetry or rhe- 
torical finish. His overmastering and sol- 
itary purpose was to educe and then im- 
press upon the auditor the mind of the 
Spirit as contained in the revealed Word. 
He was no orator. Better and grander 
and nobler than this, he was an earnest, 
able, unctuous, spiritual expounder of the 
Word. We are reminded here of a tribute 
that we have heard Mr. W. R. Webb, of 
Bellbuckle, pay the Doctor more than 
once, and his opinion is certainly of high 
critical value. Mr. Webb said, after hear- 
ing him four years in his own church, that 
“taking him Sunday after Sunday and 
year after year, he is the best preacher I 
ever heard.” As to scholarship. Dr. 
Wright stood confessedly at the head of 
his Conference. Indeed, he had but few 
peers as to scholarship in the Southern 
Methodist Church; but so absolutely mod- 
est and shrinking was he that the Connec- 
tion never learned to appreciate his rare 
gifts, and hence never called him to ac- 
tivity in the realms of usefulness where 
his literary, theological, and linguistic 
gifts preeminently fitted him for distin- 
guished service. He shone most grandly 
in the hearts and lives of individual pa- 
rishioners, whose hearts and homes he 
gladdened with helpful touch of tender- 
ness and genuine sympathy. As hus- 
band and father, he was devoted, tender, 
profoundly affectionate. For more than 
twenty years his wife had been afflicted, 
during which long period our venerable 
brother exhibited a tact and a gentle- 
ness and a sweet and thoughtful ten- 
derness which we have never seen equaled 
by his sex; but it came with sponta- 
neity and naturalness from his heart of 
hearts. As Literary Editor, of the Tennes- 
see Methodist his work is too well known 
to need mention. Discriminating, consci- 
entious, just, and fearless have been his 
literary criticisms in its columns from 
the very foundation of the paper, in 1891. 
In addition to these elements, he brought 
to his duties in this department the most 
extensive reading, the broadest scholar- 
ship, a passionate love of literature, a 
mind wonderfully stored with the results 
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of the reading and research of half a cen- 
tury, together with a thirst for knowledge 
as ardent and consuming and quenchless 
ill his last days as in the earlier days of 
his literary life. We would speak a word 
of him as a man. When we come to this 
realm we invade the highest and most sa- 
cred realm in the domain of God’s creative 
work. True manhood is God’s crowning 
work. Higher than scholarship, nobler 
even than the ministry, richer than all the 
triumphs and gifts of the educator, more 
sacred even than the charms and sweet 
ministries of domestic relations, is true 
manhood. Manhood lies at the basis of 
any and all worthy vocations or noble 
achievements. It is pivotal in the deter- 
mination of destiny. It is vital, supreme, 
climacteric, in the arbitraments of the final 
assize. God cannot in this world make a 
true scholar, a genuine father, a faithful 
husband, a real gospel preacher, out of 
anything but a man. On this head I have 
only to say (and, thank God! I say it all 
in the declaration) that James M. Wright 
was a Christian gentleman. A gentleman: 
Yes, how gentle of spirit, how tender of 
heart, how deferential, courteous, deco- 
rous, scrupulously observant of the minut- 
est amenities of life! As gentle and fine- 
fibered as a woman, as innocent, unsuspect- 
ing, and frank as a child, he moved among 
men with a nature so far above that of 
most men that he seldom passed at his 
full worth. The age was too rushing, the 
mass of men too busy and too selfish, the 
onrushing tide of human events too ruth- 
less and callous to pause to diagnose deep 
enough in the rich mine of his heart to 
find the gold of Ophir which lay imbedded 
there unreached and undiscovered through 
the long lapse of weary years. He died, 
in a true, pathetic sense, unknown by the 
Church and the world. As to his charac- 
ter as a Christian I have already implied 
enough in what has gone before. He 
joined the Church in early childhood. His 
father and mother were distinguished pre- 
eminently for great piety, humility, and 
gentleness of spirit. The Doctor could 
never point to the hour and spot where 
and when his conversion occurred, yet he 
enjoyed the witness of the Spirit to his i 
4 



sonship and lived in the enjoyment of 
God’s favor. He was trained from the cra- 
dle in the ways of the Lord. He crossed 
the river which runs between nature and 
grace at a very early period, far up near its 
source on the mountain side, where it was 
but a tiny streamlet, overhung and ob- 
scured in places by the grass on either 
side, where its passage is often accom- 
plished by a step, and that passage often 
made unconsciously to the person himself. 
He was distinguished as a man of prayer, a 
man of faith, humility, and hungering and 
thirsting after righteousness. One great 
epoch occurred in his religious experience 
in Glenville, Ala., the year the war closed. 
It was while a meeting was in progress in 
the church at that place. He was deeply 
exercised in prayer and in seeking after 
deeper things in the mysteries of godli- 
ness. Alone in his room, the fire fell, and 
waves of glory and ecstacy thrilled him. 
So ecstatic and rapturous was the wonder- 
ful experience that he scarcely knew 
whether he was in or out of the body. He 
said to me when relating it: “I had to be 
careful as to the very posture of my body. 
Such a consciousness had I of the extreme 
sensitiveness and delicacy of the Spirit 
that I caught myself scrupulously guard- 
ing even the tones of my voice and the 
movements of my body. I found myself 
unable to make confession of sin. When, 
as had been my habit, I wmuld come over 
confession of sin in prayer, the Spirit 
would consciously rebuke me, and I would 
be compelled to omit it from my peti- 
tions. In the midst of the downpour of 
this wondrous baptism I had to pray that 
the divine hand might be stayed, lest the 
\essel should break under the excess of 
glory.” His wife, returning from church 
(the Doctor did not attend that night), 
found him lying on the bed upon his back 
with his hands folded across his chest and 
his eyes closed and with his face strangely 
transfigured. She exclaimed: “Doctor, 

what is the matter?” Without opening 
his eyes or uttering a word, he raised one 
hand and motioned silence, and remained 
in that prostrate position for a long time, 
until he could command himself sufiicient- 
ly to rise and relate the wonderful expe- 
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rience to his beloved wife. Some thirty- | 
two years after this experience, in one of j 
those frequent confidential talks which we ' 
have had of late, in relating to me this ex- 
perience, he said: “Brother Haynes, I am 
perfectly satisfied now, by the light of sub- | 
sequent study and investigation, that it | 
was the work of entire sanctification 
which &od graciously gave me at that 
time, but which, for the lack of previous 
or attendant necessary instruction, I failed 
to fully apprehend. The freshness and 
fervor and power of the blessing I allowed 
gradually to subside by an overabsorption 
with books and by a too great leaning on 
human learning for power, instead of upon 
God alone.” I was reminded when he said 
this of a remark he made to me in 1885, 
when, in conversation concerning the 
preaching of a wonderful man who was 
devoid largely of scholarship, but had such 
power with the masses and such command 
over men that he swayed multitudes as no 
other man on the continent could sway 
them, the Doctor said to me: “Brother 
Haynes, studying this man has confirmed 
me in an opinion which I have been form- 
ing for years, and that is that I have made 
a capital mistake in my ministerial life. 
If I had my ministry to go over, I would 
study books less and men and things 
more.” I must not be misunderstood here. 
While the Doctor may have erred in this 
matter, it may yet be true that he was di- 
vinely directed in acquiring his learning, 
and doubtless the Lord has used it in ways 
and to a degree which Dr. Wright never 
dreamed, and which has already formed 
a glad surprise to him in the sunlight of 
the regions of eternal rest where his tired 
spirit has sought repose. Nor would I 
dare for a moment intimate that the Doc- 
tor was not a sanctified man, although he 
did not claim it, and really felt that though 
he once possessed it he had lost its power. 
I know that the last two years of his life 
were spent in constant prayer and earnest 
seeking for this blessing. Often in pri- 
vate, by previous arrangement, in compa- 
ny with a third brother, have we knelt in 
my own private oflBce in earnest prayer 
over this question. The life he lived was 
a holy life. Whether he obtained the wit- 



ness back which he once possessed to a 
clean heart before his last sickness I know 
not, for it had been some weeks since we 
had talked closely on these matters. Fut 
I have no doubt, if not sooner obtained, 
that somewhere along that lonely valley 
and shadow which he was three or four 
days in crossing in solitariness, speech- 
less and helpless, under the shade of some 
tree along that route or near some crag or 
while resting a moment on some rock 
along the bank of the river of death, in 
some still, quiet place along that lonely 
journey, or somewhere in the passage of 
the river itself, as with deepening tread he 
waded its turbulent waters, God in tender 
mercy met him and whispered to his hun- 
gry heart in accents which his ears had 
long sought to hear the words of precious 
witness that his heart was clean. The 
Doctor’s life was a sad life. The shadows 
lengthened with the sweep of years, the 
clouds thickened about his heart, shut- 
ting out the earthly lights which most men 
are privileged to enjoy. Depressed finan- 
cially, carrying a sense of inappreciation, 
with an invalid wife, with a trend of 
events in his own church which gloomed 
and saddened his heart, these and other 
burdens which I cannot mention contrib- 
uted to render his last days peculiarly sad. 
He carried heart burdens which few men 
understood or appreciated. These bur- 
dens increased as he neared the end of his 
journey, but heroically he bore them. 
Meekly and submissively he bowed his 
neck to the yoke, praising and adoring the 
Father who permitted the strokes, until at 
last in accents of relief the divine voice 
broke the silence of the skies and merci- 
fully said: “It is enough; come up higher.” 
The weary spirit sighed back the answer: 
“Thy will. Lord, not mine be done. If to 
suffer on and labor on for weary years yet 
to come thou shalt ordain, I gladly sub- 
mit; but if I my burden may lay aside and 
my pilgrimage end and go to the rest for 
which my spirit has panted these long 
years, then I go gladly. My will is the 
will of my God.” As indicative of how 
sometimes his troubles bore upon his 
mind, talking with his wife shortly before 
his death, in the privacy and sanctity of

While on the Fayette- 
ville Circuit, in 1892, he was stricken down 
with measles, and from this attack he 
never fully recovered his former strength. 
Aiter three years of pastoral work and 
battling against a disease which contin- 
ually w'eakened him, he transferred to the 
Texas Conference in 1895, with the hope of 
recovering his health. But the dreadful 
disease had so far done its work that after 
seven months he was forced to give up his 
pastorate, and was transferred the same 
year back to the Tennessee Conference. 
After lingering several months at the 
home of his mother-in-law, Mrs. E. J. 
Crockett, near Murfreesboro, Tenn., he 
died January 2, 1896, lacking a few days 
of being forty-six years of age. He was 
married to Miss Almyra Crockett, of 
Rutherford County, Tenn., December 24, 
1873, who shared with him all the hard- 
ships of his truly itinerant life, and with 
five children survives him to mourn their 
loss. Brother Thompson was truly a self- 
made man. His mother being a widow 
with but little of this world’s goods, his 
educational advantages were very limited; 
but by dint of study and perseverance at 
home around the fireside he rose to be a 
strong, forcible expounder of God’s Word. 
He was above the average preacher. Al- 
though a self-made man, he did not seem 
proud of the maker. There was nothing 
haughty in his appearance nor egotistical 
in his deportment; but, on the contrary, 
he was kind, gentle, modest, and retiring. 
His conviction of duty to preach was 
strong and early developed. His mother 
says that when he was only a boy she 
often heard him say that he saw no way 
to heaven for himself except through the 
pulpit. This deeply rooted sense of duty 
characterized his efforts through life as a 
faithful laborer in the Master’s vineyard. 
Brother Thompson had convictions and 
the courage to express them. He did not 
“shun to declare tne whole counsel of 
God.” One who knew him from his boy- 



hood up says that he was a man without 
fear, save to fear God. True courage is a 
very essential quality in a good soldier of 
the cross. Our Sa viour showed 'this by se- 
lecting courageous men, men who could 
raise the blood-stained banner in the pres- 
ence of those who had stained it, and on 
the very theater where the crucifixion nad 
lately occurred. As a pastor he excelled. 
He sought out the homes that others had 
not found. One incident in his pastoral 
work will show the man. While on the 
Hickory Creek Circuit he heard of a man 
who lived some eight or ten miles from his 
charge, whose home a preacher had never 
entered. He became very much exercised 
over the matter. That night he could not 
sleep for thinking about that man in this 
Christian land at whose fireside a preach- 
er had never sat. About three o’clock in 
the morning he arose and dressed himself, 
and called up his wife to prepare break- 
fast. Breakfast over, he saddled his horse, 
and in a few hours was a very early caller 
at a very humble home hidden away back 
in a mountain cove. He entered this 
home, told them that he was a Methodist 
preacher, took a little girl by the arm, pat- 
ted her on the head, with a few kind, com- 
plimentary remarks. The father and 
mother broke down, burst into tears, ac- 
knowledged their sinfulness, and asked the 
prayers of the preacher who thought 
enough of them to visit them in their hum- 
ble home. The result is soon told: they 
came to church, professed religion, and be- 
came useful members. Few preachers 
have become more loved or more kindly 
remembered by their members than Broth- 
er Thompson. It was my privilege to vis- 
it him often during his last days. His 
faith in God remained unshaken, and his 
love for the brethren, his fellow-laborers 
in the gospel, was beautiful. Some days 
before his death he took me by the hand 
and drew me down close to him and said: 
“God bless the brethren of the Tennessee 
Conference. They are a noble, generous 
set of men. I shall never see them again 
in this life.” “No,” said I, “you will never 
see them again in this life, but I will carry 
your message of love to them.” Breth- 
ren, this is the message I bring you: 
Brother Thompson loved you. I asked 
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him if his faith grew stronger as his body 
grew weaker. “Yes,” said he, “I have no 
fear of death. I think it will be sweet to 
die. I have but one objection to dying: I 
feel that my work is not complete.” But 
his work still abides. His good deeds live 
after him. “God buries his workmen, but 
the work goes on.” He seemed to have 
dropped his hoe just in the middle of the 
row, but others will finish the row, and the 
work done by him will continue to bear 



fruit to the honor and glory of God. In 
the aeatn of Brother Thompson a faithful 
wife and five children sustain the loss of a 
kind, loving, and devoted husband and fa- 
ther; the Tennessee Conference, of an up- 
right Christian preacher; but heaven has 
gained one who walked in the command- 
ments of God, ever emulating the example 
the Master had set; and while we drop 
tears of sorrow here, angels rejoice in 
glory.

ASSESSMENTS THE MINIMUM AMOUNT TO BE COLLECTED. 

Nashville, Tenn., October 27, 1896. 

At a meeting of the Laymen’s Association of the Tennessee Conference the following 
address to the laymen of the Tennessee Conference was adopted. 

We continue to urge the stewards to commence with the very beginning of the Con- 
ference year to secure the whole amount assessed for the support of the preachers and 
the payment of all the Church assessments. Experience teaches us all that if this 
important matter be deferred to the close of the year deficits in the collections are 
almost inevitable. Let us continue to labor for the accomplishment of our motto: 
“Assessments the minimum amount to be collected.” We commend to you the claims 
of the Tennessee Conference Brotherhood, and ask your consideration of the accom- 
panying address adopted by the Laymen’s Association: 

To the Tennessee Conference, M. E. Church, South. 

Dear Brethren: As nonbeneficiary members of the Tennessee Conference Brother- 
hood, looking to the interest of the widows and orphans^ of the deceased preachers of 
our Conference, and feeling that there are many laymen throughout the bounds of 
this Conference who would gladly unite with us in the grand movement, we most 
earnestly request the various pastors to appoint in their respective charges laymen to 
solicit members for this brotherhood. 

We recommend that the Secretary of the Brotherhood, upon the death of one of 
its members, send the assessments to the pastor in whose charge the lay member lives, 
whose duty it shall be to collect and forward the same to the Treasurer of the brother- 
hood. 

Brethren, there is no department of Church work that should afford us greater 
pleasure than this provision for the widows and orphans of these noble men whose 
lives are being sacrificed for the uplifting of humanity and the salvation of souls. 

If we can get one hundred members in each of the districts to pay one dollar — the 
assessment for each call — the fund will be largely increased, and the small sum will 
not be missed by the members. 

May the Lord bless the effort of the laymen in this provision for the helpless !
